Demand 
still exists 
for police 
front desk 

POLICE stations being 
closed to the public or hav¬ 
ing hours reduced have 
been seeing hundreds of 
people per day. 

West Midlands Police is 
closing front desks across 
the Black Country to save 
money but has justified the 
move by saying there was 
Tittle demand’ from the 
public during the evening 
and overnight. 

Campaigners say official 
footfall figures show there is 
still a need for police station 
front desks in town centres, 
with some seeing as many 
as 393 people over a 24-hour 
period 

Dudley North MP Ian 
Austin said it showed there 
was still a need for a police 
station to be open to the 
public in the town. 

Dudley alone, which is 
only open from 10am to 
6pm, recorded 134 people 
over a 40 hour period. 

Mr Austin said: “These 
figures show that Dudley is 
a busy police station. We’ve 
been given a stay of exe¬ 
cution but we have to step 
up our campaign if we are 
going to keep it open.” 

Halesowen and Stour¬ 
bridge station desks, which 
closed last weekend, saw 63 
and 64 people respectively 
over 40 hours. Brierley Hill 
front desk will stay open, 
with reduced hours, and saw 
326 people over 120 hour s. 

Drivers face 
night delays 

EIGHT nights of roadworks 
will begin on a main route 
near Stourbridge on Mon¬ 
day, March 23. 

Motorists face disrup¬ 
tion while resurfacing work 
takes place on the A491 
Stourbridge Road, West 
Hagley. 

A section of the route will 
be closed at night from West 
Hagley to the junction with 
the A4036 Ham Lane round¬ 
about. 

It will be shut between 
8pm and 6am. Diversions 
will be in place along the 
A456 Birmingham Road. 


PARENTS' JOY 
OVER U-TURN 


PARENTS and care staff have spoken 
of their relief after plans to axe free 
transport for children with special 
needs in Dudley were shelved. 

Dudley Council originally proposed the ser¬ 
vice for children attending specialist nurser¬ 
ies be cut as part of its budget proposals for 
2015/16. 


But the scheme has been 
withdrawn following consul¬ 
tations with parents and the 
tabling of an amendment by 
the borough’s Conserva¬ 
tive group at a full council 
meeting this week. The con¬ 
trolling Labour group ac¬ 
cepted the amendment and 
it was passed by councillors. 

A review looking at how 
pre-school services are de¬ 
livered in the borough will 
now take place. 

Parents attending the full 
council meeting cheered as 
they heard the amendment 
had been supported. 

Parent Hayley Wel- 
bourne, of Halesowen, who 
has two youngsters with au¬ 
tism, said: “This is wonder¬ 
ful news and will be a relief 
for all the parents affected. 

“Everyone grouped to¬ 
gether to fight this plan and 
have worked extremely hard 
raising awareness. This is a 
vital service. 

Stress 

“I want to thank everyone 
who has supported us.” 

Fellow campaigner Rachel 
Gardener, from the We Love 
Carers group, said: “This 
shows that councillors have 
listened to parents. 

“It is just a shame it came 
this far — all the way to the 
meeting itself. It has caused 
a lot of stress for families.” 

Jayne Sinden, a teacher 
with Dudley Specialist Early 
Years Service, said: “At 
least the service will now

continue into the future. 
People have been very sup¬ 
portive and we would like to 
thank them.” 

Cabinet member for chil¬ 
dren’s services Councillor 
Tim Crumpton said : “We 
have made it clear from the 
outset that no child would 
be denied access to these 
nurseries because of money 
and that we would continue 
to provide support where 
needed. 

“We know we need to look 
at the service in a wider con¬ 
text and this may involved 
re-modelling it to ensure 
everyone has access to these 
much valued services. 

“This doesn’t take away 
the fact that due to the con¬ 
tinued cuts to our funding 
we will need to make sav¬ 
ings but by reviewing all as¬ 
pects of the service we will 
be exploring to see how this 
can be achieved.” 

The council is not legally 
required to provide the 
transport. 

The budget, which in¬ 
cluded a freeze on council 
tax, was agreed by the full 
council with 36 councillors 
voting for it to be passed, 18 
abstaining and nine voting 
no. 

Councillors were told that 
the authority was still on 
track to deliver £1 million 
savings due to an ongoing 
management restructure.

DUDLEY Royal British Legion has 
raised almost £33,000 for the Poppy 
Appeal. It’s a record amount for the 
branch. 

Donations for the campaign have 
continued to soar during the past four 
years and are up from around £10,000 
in 2010. 

Branch chairman Malcolm Davis 
said he was ‘absolutely delighted’ by 
the fundraising total of £32,866 but 
said more donations were still being 
received. 

The figure includes money raised 
by schools in the borough, including 
Sutton School and Specialist College, 


which has received a trophy for raising 
the highest average amount per pupil, 
and Dudley College. 

Mr Davis, who was elected branch 
chairman in 2009, said he was pleased 
the appeal continued to be well-sup- 
ported and it was helping to increase 
awareness. 

“I think there are lot of reasons 
why we are getting more donations, it 
would be hard to pick just one. 

“The anniversary of the start of the 
First World War and the situation in 
Afghanistan and Iraq has made people 
more aware of why soldiers need our 
help. 


“There was a terrific amount of 
soldiers injured in Afghanistan and 
money raised by the Poppy Appeal 
goes towards helping with their reha¬ 
bilitation. 

“We certainly do all we can to make 
people aware of why we are raising the 
money. 

“We have a lot of help from schools 
and the college, about three per cent of 
the turnover comes from them. 

“We also do well at Merry Hill and 
the Churchill shopping centre as well 
as Tesco, they are all very supportive. 
All of this, I think, has helped to in¬ 
crease the turnover,” added Mr Davis. 


£20m to 
be spent 
on Merry 
Hill centre 

THE owner of Merry Hill 
aims to spend £20 million 
on improvements to the 
shopping centre over the 
next three years, expanding 
stores and introducing new 
restaurants. 

Intu, which took over 
the centre last spring, also 
wants Merry Hill to open 
later in the evening. 

It currently shuts at 9pm 
weekdays and 7pm on Sat¬ 
urdays, while Intu’s sites at 
Trafford Centre and Lake¬ 
side, in Thurrock, are open 
until 10pm weekdays and 
9pm on Saturdays. 

Latest figures show the 
centre made a profit of 
£63.9m last year. Intu, 
which bought Westfield’s 50 
per cent stake in April, will 
see £31.9m of that. 

Intu has ambitions to 
attract more major retail 
chains to its Black Country 
site and its latest report to 
investors reveals it is plan¬ 
ning to spend £20m on ‘re¬ 
configuring’ Merry Hill. 

The company says it has 
been ‘encouraged’ by initial 
discussions with key retail¬ 
ers about “opportunities to 
upsize their presence in the 
centre”. 

Intu wants to reduce the 
number of smaller shops at 
the Brierley Hill complex 
and use the space to enlarge 
bigger stores, encourage ex¬ 
isting tenants to take more 
space and to attract other 
big names. 

most get first 
choice school 

LATEST figures show 2,809 
children, around 82 per 
cent, were able to get in to 
their first choice secondary 
school in Dudley. 

But that meant one in five 
pupils failed to secure places 
at their preferred secondary 
schools in September. A 
total of 298 got their second 
choice, while 70 students got 
their third choice school. 

Dudley councillor Tim 
Crumpton, in charge of chil¬ 
dren’s services, said it was 
‘inevitable’ some were dis¬ 
appointed.

THE £65 million transformation 
of Dudley town centre has received 
national recognition after the work 
was shortlisted for two awards. 

Plans to boost visitor numbers to 
the borough’s tourist attractions, 
restoration of landmark buildings 
and the creation of a college learn¬ 
ing quarter are all helping to change 
the face of the town. 

The national Placemaking 


Awards 2015 have shortlisted the 
work in Dudley for an award for the 
best use of heritage in placemaking 
and an award for being the best pro¬ 
ject in the West Midlands. 

Work included the Townscape 
Heritage Initiative which has seen 
£2m invested to repair and re-in¬ 
state historic buildings throughout 
the town. These include the former 
Co-Op store on High Street, work 


on Fountain Arcade, renovations at 
Charlton House in High Street and 
Baylies Hall in Tower Street and 
refurbishments to Elizabeth House 
and Holloway Chambers. 

The ongoing £10. lm project to de¬ 
velop Castle Hill as a major tourist 
attraction, £6.7m revamp of Dudley 
marketplace and the £48m redevel¬ 
opment of Dudley College also play 
a key role in the award short-listing. 


The college learning quarter has 
included a new vocational centre, 
Dudley Evolve in Tower Street, and 
sixth-form centre Dudley Sixth in 
Priory Road. 

Regeneration boss Councillor 
Judy Foster, said: “As projects near 
completion we are seeing a new face 
to Dudley.” The awards will be an¬ 
nounced on March 31 at The Royal 
Institution in London.

Pub plan at 
town's old 
Liberal club 

A FORMER club building 
that has stood derelict for 
years will be transformed 
into a pub after plans were 
given the go-ahead.

Hero soldier bravery award

THE family of a Dudley soldier have hailed 
him as a ‘hero’ after he received a military 
commendation for extraordinary courage 
during a suicide attack in Afghanistan. 

Private John Pyatt-Payne received the 
award for his actions after a blast which 
saw four soldiers wounded and a Sergeant 
Major killed. The attack in Helmand Prov¬ 
ince happened in November 2013. 

Private Pyatt-Payne from Upper Gornal 
was first on the scene. He administered 
first aid to the wounded soldiers before re¬ 
inforcements arrived. 


The blast killed Warrant Officer Class 
2 Ian Michael Fisher from the 3rd Battal¬ 
ion, the Mercian Regiment (Staffords), and 
wounded four other soldiers. 

It happened on the second of a two-day 
operation to disrupt insurgent activity near 
Kamparak, 25 miles from the provincial 
capital Lashkar Gah. 

Private Payne, a 26-year-old former 
Dormston School pupil, has been awarded 
the Queen’s Commendation for Bravery in 
recognition of his actions. His mother Ali¬ 
son said: “I couldn’t be prouder.” 


Listed 
status 
for war 
memorial 

THE importance of a war 
memorial in Brierley Hill 
has been recognised after it 
was awarded grade II listed 
status. 

The memorial at the top 
of Church Hill which fea¬ 
tures a statue of a solider 
has been given the status 
based on its historic and ar¬ 
tistic interest and sculptural 
value. 

A report from English 
Heritage said it was an ‘el¬ 
oquent witness to the tragic 
impacts of world wars on 
the community and the sac¬ 
rifices made in conflicts’. 

The memorial has stood 
in Brierley Hill for almost 
100 years. 

Medal 

It was unveiled three 
years after the end of the 
First World War in 1921. 

The figure on top of the 
pedestal is based on photo¬ 
graphs of Stanley Harley, 
the first Brierley Hill man 
to be awarded the Distin¬ 
guished Conduct Medal. 

Councillor Hilary Bills 
said: “I am delighted the 
memorial has been granted 
listed status by English Her¬ 
itage. 

“It is a striking feature on 
the Brierley Hill landscape 
and a lasting tribute to 
those who have given their 
lives in conflicts.”

Fears grow over worsening bed blocking crisis 


CUTS to NHS and council budgets and a 
lack of facilities for elderly people are the 
root causes of the bed blocking crisis plagu¬ 
ing the West Midlands, say health bosses. 

As hospitals struggle to cope with in¬ 
creasing admissions and dwindling budgets, 
fears are being raised that the situation is 
only going to get worse. 

A charity campaigning for older people’s 
care says pensioners often have nowhere to 
go after hospital, so end up staying much 
longer than they should. They often have to 


wait for space in care homes or for adapta¬ 
tions to be fitted at their homes by councils. 

The Royal Voluntary Service says urgent 
action is needed. Chief executive David 
McCullough said: “This winter we’ve seen 
delays in hospital discharge reach unprece¬ 
dented levels with lack of support for older 
people after hospital a root cause. 

“While additional funding has been al¬ 
located in some areas to address the crisis, 
many authorities and hospital trusts are 
still facing budget cuts.” 


Dudley North MP Ian Austin blames 
Government cuts for the system becoming 
clogged and argues it will soon come to a 
grinding halt unless a solution is found. He 
is raising the issue with ministers. 

“Local Government spending cuts are 
leaving councils unable to move patients 
out of hospitals quickly enough,” he said. 
“This is a huge crisis and we need to in¬ 
tegrate health and social care and get the 
councils and NHS working together.” 

Hospital bosses say they start planning 


for a patient’s discharge as soon as they are 
admitted. Backlogs start when assessments 
by social care workers are delayed. 

Councillor Dave Branwood, Dudley’s so¬ 
cial care boss, said: “Admissions into Rus- 
sells Hah saw a huge spike in December 
and early January. To speed up discharges 
at the other end social care staff are work¬ 
ing at the hospital seven days a week. It’s 
credit to them that despite huge demand, 
the system held strong and patients have 
been discharged as soon as safely possible.” 


More evictions as debts 
grow after 'bedroom tax' 


SIXTY council tenants were evicted in just 
nine months after falling behind on their rent 
payments in Dudley. 

The figure for the period April 1 to December 31, 
2014, was slightly higher than the 56 cases during 
the same period in the previous 12 months. 

Around £1.5million is currently owed by council tenants 
across the borough — up by 29 per cent on 2012/13. 


The council said the 
number of families finding 
themselves in arrears had 
increased since the intro¬ 
duction of the controversial 
‘bedroom tax’. 

But the authority’s in¬ 
terim chief officer for hous¬ 
ing, Ron Sims, said eviction 
was always a last resort 
when ah other avenues to 
get the owed money had 
been pursued. 

“Considerable work is 
carried out to try and avoid 
the need for action to re¬ 
cover the possession of a 
home,” he said. 

Exhausted 

“Evictions are only pur¬ 
sued as a last resort when 
ah other action to secure 
payment of rent has been 
exhausted.” 

Recent figures show al¬ 
most 349 council tenants 
across Dudley borough have 
moved to smaller homes to 
avoid a cut in housing ben¬ 
efits since the bedroom tax 
started in April 2013. The 
figures include older resi¬ 
dents who have decided to 
downscale but are not af¬ 
fected by the benefit cut.

Under welfare reforms, 
anyone in council or social 
rented housing faces a 14 
per cent or 25 per cent cut 
in their housing benefit if 
they have one or more spare 
bedrooms, meaning families 
potentially paying hundreds 
of pounds extra a year in 
rent unless they move to a 
smaller home. The bedroom 
tax is also known as under 
occupancy charge or the 
spare room subsidy. 

Figures for December last 
year show the council was 
owed £1.5m in unpaid rent 
payments, compared with 
£l.lm in December 2013. 

Mr Sims said: “The fig¬ 
ures show that the current 
arrears levels for the bor¬ 
ough has increased since 
the implementation of the 
‘removal of the spare room 
subsidy’ and the benefit cap 
in 2013.” 

The council has been of¬ 
fering additional support to 
families struggling to make 
ends meet and advice is 
available to those finding it 
difficult to make payments.

Titanic’s history 
panels go ahead 

TWO interpretation panels 
on the history of the Titan¬ 
ic anchor will be installed 
in Netherton after plans 
were given the go-ahead by 
councillors. 

The boards will stand by 
the 16-ton anchor replica 
to inform visitors about 
the town’s heritage. The 
first panel will detail the 
history of the original an¬ 
chor commissioned for the 
ill-fated ocean liner in 1911 
and forged by Netherton 
firm Hingley.

Money needed for 'hamburger' island 


A £12.7 milli on overhaul to tackle 
congestion around a busy traffic is¬ 
land is on track to begin later this 
year. 

Sandwell Council wants to start 
work on the Birchley island project 
after plans were backed at a meet¬ 
ing last week. 

But officials from the authority 
say it will depend on how quickly 
cash for the scheme can be secured. 

Once work begins, the project is 


expected to take 24 months to com¬ 
plete. 

Council bosses said a detailed 
business case was now being worked 
on after a favoured option had been 
agreed. Once finalised, the bid will 
be submitted to the Black Country 
Local Enterprise Board, which will 
decide if the cash should be given. 

Councillors approved plans for 
the ‘hamburger’ island after experts 
said it would be best way of easing 


traffic congestion at the island, 
which is used by around 92,000 
drivers a day. 

Plans for the scheme were re-ex¬ 
amined leading to the launch of a 
second round of public consulta¬ 
tion - with 83 per cent of the public, 
motorists and businesses in favour 
of the congestion-busting measure 
which splits the traffic island in two. 

It is hoped work on the project 
will begin this year. 


Councillor Steve Eling, deputy 
leader of the council, said he was 
pleased the scheme was now going 
forward. 

“The next step will be putting in a 
business case bid to the Black Coun¬ 
try Local Enterprise Board,” he 
said. “Some work has been done on 
this already but this will be a more 
detailed document and is a vital 
part in us being able to secure the 
money for these improvements.” 


Visitors get glimpse 
of mosque blueprint

THE £8 million plans for a 
new mosque and education 
centre in Dudley have been 
showcased at an open day 
aimed at dispelling myths 
about the controversial 
project. 

Muslim leaders welcomed 
visitors to view the plans and 
to ask questions at the event at 
Dudley Central Mosque. Plan¬ 
ning permission for the new 
Hall Street mosque, which will 
have a 52ft high curved roof 
and a 62ft minaret, was ap¬ 
proved last year. 

But Dudley Muslim Association 
remains locked in a legal battle 
with Dudley Council over the land 
earmarked for the building. 

A Court of Appeal hearing over 
the plans is awaiting a new date. 

The open event was organised in 
the wake of last month’s English 
Defence League mosque protest. 

Muslim leaders want people to 
be able to ask questions about the 
work of the mosque, about plans for 
the new site and about Islam. 

Dozens of people went to Satur¬ 
day’s event with many keen to look 
inside the mosque for the first time 
and witness prayers taking place. 

Information 

Others quizzed leaders on Islam, 
while some wanted more informa¬ 
tion on the application for the new 
mosque site. 

Amjid Raza, of the mosque’s 
management committee, said peo¬ 
ple wanted to know if other sites 
had been considered for the new 
mosque. 

They also asked how much of the 
new building would be available for 
the whole community to use, where 
the money is coming from to pay for 
the building work and what is the 
latest on the court case. 

“It was obvious that many people 
had questions, not just about the 
mosque but about Islam in gen¬ 
eral,” Mr Raza said. 


“These people had questions, but 
simply did not know who to ask or 
did not know whether the questions 
were offensive. 

“So many people came along and 
were very active in asking questions 
because they wanted to learn. It was 
a very good day and we are hopeful 
that we will do it again.” 

Members were on hand to give 
tours of the current mosque, which 
is housed in the former St Edmund 
and St John school building off Cas¬ 
tle Street. Food and drink were also 
served. 

Several high-profile guests also 
attendedthe event at the current 
mosque, including Mayor of Dud¬ 
ley, Councillor Margaret Aston, and 
Dudley North MP Ian Austin. 

“This is my former school, so I 
know it quite well,” Mr Austin said. 

“I like to think that myself and 
the mayor are attending this event 


in the same way that we would at¬ 
tend any other faith event in the 
borough. 

“It is fantastic to see so many peo¬ 
ple of all faiths coming together like 
this to have a proper discussion.” 

The West Midlands Fire Service 
also made an appearance, handing 
out information to visitors. 

Other guests included Reverend 
Andrew Wickens, who is chairman 
of the Dudley Interfaith Network, 
and the Bishop of Dudley, The 
Right Reverend Graham Usher. 

Education 

Nicky Smith, who teaches reli¬ 
gious education at Straits Primary 
School, said she went to discover 
more about the Islamic community 
in Dudley. 

“I am a religious education 
teacher, so even though I did have 


my own questions about the devel¬ 
opment of the mosque, my main aim 
was to come along and make some 
new contacts,” Mrs Smith said. 

“I had a few questions and they 
were all answered very well. I think 
the open day was a fantastic idea.” 

Outline planning permission for 
the mosque, along with a commu¬ 
nity training and enterprise centre, 
was granted in July 2008. 

The plan approved last year was 
for the full proposal, which included 
details on appearance and layout. 

The land is owned by the associ¬ 
ation, but the council won a High 
Court hearing to trigger a buy-back 
clause for the site. 

If the council is successful in its 
legal bid, the land will be trans¬ 
ferred back into the council’s own¬ 
ership.

Most of the crowd were made 
up of teenagers, who are not 
noted for being early risers, but 
there was not a murmur of dis¬ 
sent about having had to get up 
at 3.30 in the morning. 

There is something about 
Auschwitz which puts our every¬ 
day moans into perspective. 

Last week, the Holocaust Ed¬ 
ucational Trust took a party of 
youngsters from schools across 
the West Midlands to the notori¬ 
ous Nazi death camp in Poland, 
and it was a privilege to be able 
to join them. 

Today, many of us think we are 
reasonably well informed about 
what went on, but it is only when 
you stand in the locations where 
so many people came about 
their deaths that you can possi¬ 
bly comprehend the enormity of 
it all. 

Holocaust 

The scratch marks in the gas 
chambers, which had been 
designed to look like shower 
blocks, where the victims of 
the Holocaust would have tried 
to cling to life as they breathed 
their last. 

The masses of human hair, 
mercilessly shaven from the 
prisoners to make the lining of 
soldiers’ trousers. 

The clinical, Germanic effi¬ 
ciency, which saw every item of 
the victims’ possessions fastidi¬ 
ously sorted and steam cleaned 
before being redistributed to 
new owners who were consid¬ 
ered more in keeping with Na¬ 
tional Socialist ideals. 

It is too much to try to un¬ 
derstand how anybody’s con¬ 
science would allow them to be¬ 
have in this way, but everybody 
should visit Auschwitz at least 
once in their life.

Slasher book is 
packing a punch 


LEE WATTON talks to an 
author who has written all 
about the legendary Tipton 
Slasher, William Perry 

DESPITE his fame as one of 
the Black Country’s sporting 
greats, the life of boxer Wil¬ 
liam Perry, better known as the 
Tipton Slasher, has remained 
largely a mystery. 

It was this which spurred author 
Chris Smith to painstakingly piece 
together the renowned fighter’s sto¬ 
ry - and debunk some of the myths 
surrounding him. 

After three years research the book, 
called Slasher - the True Story of Wil¬ 
liam Perry, the Tipton Slasher, was 
launched at Tipton Library on Saturday. 

Mr Smith, aged 61, from Gornal, said 
his quest had involved hours of research 
using the British Newspaper Archive and 
time hunting through old boxing books 
and periodicals. But he quickly found his 
efforts hampered by a number of impos¬ 
tors who had passed themselves off as 
the Tipton Slasher at the height of the 
real boxer’s fame. 

Mr Smith said: “The information itself 
took a long time to piece together and 
wasn’t helped by the number of people 
who took to calling themselves the Tip- 
ton Slasher. 

“For example there was one chap 
called Hopkinson, who was arrested and 
charged with poaching around 30 times. 
He called himself the Tipton Slasher but 
was, obviously, an impostor.” 

But Mr Smith said while sifting the in¬ 
formation had been difficult, it had been 
a ‘hugely rewarding challenge’ which 
revealed a rags-to-riches and back-to- 
rags tale. The author said he had been 
inspired to write the book because while 
the majority of people knew of the Tipton 
Slasher, very few knew his life story.

“If you were to walk down any street 
in the Black Country and asked people 
if they had heard of the Slasher, I think 
its fair to say most would have,” he said. 
“However ask them about any details of 
his life and they would be struggling. It 
is not often you encounter a figure who 
is so well-known but at the same time 
a mystery.” 

His research has uncovered a num¬ 
ber of intriguing stories, including 
the Slasher’s encounters with literary 
giants Charles Dickens and William 
Makepeace Thackeray along with the 


highest paid actress of the age Adah 
Menken. It charts his birth in Park 
Lane, Tipton, in 1819 and his early life 
working on the region’s network of ca¬ 
nals. His parents, Timothy and Sarah 
Perry, also worked on boats. 

The book reveals by the age of 16, 
Perry had moved to London and worked 
as a navvy - a tough life constructing 
canals and railways. It was here his leg¬ 
end was first forged when he took on, 
and defeated, an Irishman called Bar¬ 
ney Dogherty in a bare-knuckle fight 
which attracted a crowd of almost a 


thousand. Afterwards, Perry returned 
to the Midlands beating champions from 
Birmingham and Gornal. He was taken 
on by a less-than-reputable manager 
called Johnny Broome who arranged a 
contest with American fighter Charles 
Freeman, who at the time was being 
touted as ‘Champion Of The World’. 

Although Perry lost the bout, he 
gained a reputation as a pugilist capable 
of taking on and beating the best fight¬ 
ers. 

During his career, he was twice 
crowned champion of England and be¬ 
came the toast of nobility and even roy¬ 
alty. 

But all this was to change when his 
winning streak came to an end and he 
lost his title to a fighter named Tom Say¬ 
ers, of Brighton. 

It proved to be a double blow for Perry 
as not only did he lose the champion¬ 
ship, he had also bet nearly all his pos¬ 
sessions on winning the bout. Although 
not destitute, he lost the vast majority of 
his belongings and was reduced to scrap¬ 
ing a living back on the canals where he 
started during the last few years of his 
life. 

Mr Smith said descriptions of Perry’s 
fights had been published in several 
earlier books but this was the first time 
his life away from the ring had been re¬ 
searched in any depth. 

The author, who has written five 
books previously, said: “Because of the 
level of research this is the longest it has 
taken me to write a book from gestation 
to final publication. 

“However it has been a very reward¬ 
ing experience. I set out to not only 
chronicle William Perry’s life in detail 
but also to disprove some of the myths 
which have built up around him. 

The book is usually priced £8.99 but 
will be available at the reduced price of 
£7.50 at the launch at Tipton Library. 
Copies can be pre-ordered before the end 
of February at the same discount from 
the publishers Arcos Design, Gornal 
Wood.

£67,000. That’s a lot of money to 
get every year, isn’t it? OK, it’s 
not the salary Wayne Rooney 
would even bother to lace up his 
boots for. But it’s still not a bad 
whack. 

MPs have argued the toss 
over second jobs and whether 
or not they should be allowed to 
do them. It all seemed to stem 
from the sting on former Foreign 
Secretaries Sir Malcolm Rifkind 
and Jack Straw over ‘cash for 
access’. 

Labour will ban all its MPs 
from second jobs. Is that really 
necessary?

Aside from a few hundred quid 
here and there for appearances 
on TV and radio programmes, 
those who make money on the 
side do it in the professions they 
held before they became MPs. 

Stone MP Sir Bill Cash, for 
example, made a tidy £25,000 
doing 70 hours work as a so¬ 
licitor. Stafford’s Jeremy Lefroy 
made considerably less doing 
a few more hours in the African 
coffee, cocoa and management 
services company of which he is 
a director. 

Property 

Some MPs have a few shares. 
Others rent out a property here 
and there. It’s not exactly the 
2009 expenses scandal is it? 
But we know about it because 
the rules require them to declare 
all this in the Register of Mem¬ 
bers’ Interests. 

Ultimately MPs have to make 
sure they do their duty and serve 
their constituents. But is it any 
worse doing a bit of work here 
and there when Parliament’s in 
recess when compared with be¬ 
ing a minister? After all, those 
MPs carrying the red boxes and 
getting driven around in the Jag¬ 
uars still have constituencies 
just like the backbenchers. 

There’s another reason, too, 
that I’d rather see people like 
Sir Bill and Mr Lefroy keep their 
hand in with their businesses. 
For a start it means they keep up 
their experience outside of the 
Westminster bubble. 

There are enough MPs as it is 
who have been career politicians 
- going from university to some 
form of advisory role and then on 
to a candidacy - without limiting 
even further the things they can 
do. And with a General Election 
looming, if an MP in a marginal 
seat severed all ties with their 
old business I wouldn’t think 
they were dedicated, I’d think 
they were mad.

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Death crash driver faces 
'substantial' jail term 


A DRIVER was left facing 
prison after admitting killing 
a university student as she 
waited for a bus to take her 
to a friend’s hen do. 

Rebecca McManus, aged 21, 
died when Sukvinder Mannan’s 
Mitsubishi Evo careered into her 
as she waited at a bus stop on 
Hagley Road West, near Bear¬ 
wood. 

Mannan, of Roundhills Road, Hale¬ 
sowen, pleaded guilty to causing 
death by dangerous driving when he 
appeared at Wolverhampton Crown 
Court last week. 

The 33-year-old also admitted 
a charge of causing serious injury 
by dangerous driving after Harriet 
Barnsley was hurt on the same day. 
He admitted failing to provide a blood 
sample following the collision on May 
31 last year. 

Miss McManus died at the scene 
while Miss Barnsley, also 21, suffered 
serious injuries and was left in critical 
condition. 

Judge Andrew Lockhart QC ad¬ 
journed the case to a later date still 
to be fixed, when Mannan will be sen¬ 
tenced. 

Disqualification 

“Whatever else happens he will be 
receiving a substantial prison sen¬ 
tence,” he said. 

Judge Lockhart imposed an interim 
driving disqualification banning Man¬ 
nan from the roads until his sentence. 

Mannan, married without children, 
was bailed by the court but strict con¬ 
ditions were imposed including reg¬ 
ular reporting to a police station. He 
was ordered to surrender his passport. 

Judge Lockhart said the loss of life 
had been a ‘tragedy’ and Miss Mc¬ 
Manus’s family had ‘suffered an enor¬ 
mous loss’.

Mannan spoke only to confirm his 
name and enter his pleas.

Teachers said she 
was ‘talented, warm, generous and 
lovely’.

Zombie event to raise 
cancer research cash

WHEN 30-year-old Carriss 
Evans was diagnosed with a 
stage-three brain tumour last 
year, her life was turned up¬ 
side down. 

Suffering from hallucinations 
and deja vu, Miss Evans, from Old 
Park Road, Dudley thought she 
was developing epilepsy before 
doctors confirmed the diagnosis in 
April last year. 

Now, having had the growth re¬ 
moved and undergone rigorous and 
difficult treatments of regular radi¬ 
otherapy and chemotherapy, Miss 
Evans’ cancer, a stage three oligoas- 
trocytoma, is now in remission, and 
the former children’s psychiatric 
nurse has made it her mission to raise 
awareness of the disease, which is the 
number one cancer killer in children 
and adults under-40. 

“You can’t believe it is happening to 
you but it is,” Miss Evans said. “The 
symptoms I had were olfactory hal¬ 
lucinations and deja vu. I was smell¬ 
ing things and asking other people if 
they could smell them too, but nobody 
could. 

“I could barely explain what was 
happening to me, I thought I was de¬ 
veloping epilepsy, I don’t know how 
a five-year-old child is supposed to be 
able to tell people if they experience it. 

“I went to the doctors finally and 
told them what I was experiencing. 
They sent me for an MRI where they 
spotted the tumour. It was a grade 
three tumour on my temporal lobe. 

“Nobody ever expects it to happen to 
them, nobody ever thinks they have a 
brain tumour.” 

Miss Evans said her family were 
hugely supportive during her treat¬ 
ment, especially in the days leading 
up to when her tumour was removed 
in June, and during the painful ses¬ 
sions of chemotherapy, to destroy any 


remaining traces of the cancer. After 
the tumour was removed, Miss Evans 
went through an intensive six week 
course of radiotherapy, with a break of 
a few weeks before beginning chemo¬ 
therapy, which she is still undergoing. 

Miss Evans said despite brain tu¬ 
mours being a common killer, brain 


tumour research receives only one per 
cent of government health spending. 
Now at the Rock Zombie pub on King 
Street, Dudley, Miss Evans will host 
a special event to raise awareness and 
funds for brain tumour research. 

The eventwill feature live entertain¬ 
ment from 2.30-llpm on March 21.

Fighting back after meningitis

“I’M not one of those people who dwell on 
what’s happened -1 just look to the future.” 

That’s the message from a remarkable 
man whose life has been turned upside 
down by meningitis. 

Paul Fowkes was an active man who 
worked for an engineering company and a 
keen supporter of West Bromwich Albion. 

But the 61-year-old was struck down by a 
severe case of meningitis which left him in 
hospital for more than two months. He lost 
parts of his hands and feet. 

Nnow he is back home in Halesowen, bat¬ 
tling to fitness, Paul and his family are urg¬ 
ing others to look out for signs of the illness. 

“I want to make people aware of the con¬ 
dition and how quickly they have to react 
if this happens to them,” said Paul’s wife 
Lynne, who worked as a catering systems 
manager at the University of Birmingham. 


“I didn’t think that this would happen in 
our wildest dreams,” said the 59-year-old. 

Paul worked for Griff Chains, Cradley 
Heath, which builds conveyor belts. Last 
November he was hit by debilitating flu¬ 
like symptoms leaving him confined to bed. 

His wife grew increasingly concerned and 
called for doctors to assess him at home. 
She discovered a purple rash was develop¬ 
ing. Paul was rushed to Russells Hall Hos¬ 
pital where doctors told Lynne her husband 
could have died in a matter of two hours. 

He was treated in intensive care for three 
weeks where medics said circulation to his 
toes and fingers were so bad they had no 
option but to amputate. 

The couple, married for 20 years with 
two children and three grandchildren, are 
looking to move to a bungalow in Oldbury 
as they learn to adapt to Paul’s disabilities.

learned from driver's death 


Widow gives funeral 
collection to hospital

THE grateful widow of a motor neurone patient has donat¬ 
ed £1,200 to a hospital as a thank you for his care. 

Kay Taylor’s husband Roy died on December 29 and she 
decided to donate money raised at his funeral to Russells 
Hall Hospital to show her gratitude for the support he had 
received. 

The self-employed builder, who lived with his wife on 
Bridgnorth Road, Himley, was admitted with pneumonia 
in 2009 and his health deteriorated steadily from then on, 
but Mrs Taylor said the hospital staff helped to keep him 
alive for longer than expected. 

She has donated the £1,200 given by the 150 wellwishers 
at his funeral service to the hospital’s lung function unit 
and was particularly thankful to Dr Philip Brammer, a spe¬ 
cialist in respiratory medicine. 

“Russells Hall for all the years we had been going there 
had been absolutely wonderful and I thank Dr Brammer 
for keeping Roy alive for so long,” said Mrs Taylor.

FAULTY machinery and poor 
lighting were among the crit¬ 
icisms made by a jury at the 
inquest into a delivery driver 
who was crushed to death. 

Gary Pickering, aged 34, of Swin- 
ton, Manchester, died when his head 
became trapped between the back of 
his lorry and its tail-lift while he was 
unloading goods at Home Bargains in 
Dudley’s Churchill precinct in Sep¬ 
tember 2013. The jury returned a nar¬ 
rative conclusion. 

Mr Pickering’s family said they 
hoped lessons had been learned follow¬ 
ing the week-long inquiry at Smeth¬ 
wick Council House. 

It is believed that father-of-one 
Mr Pickering may have mistakenly 
pressed the up button while trying 
to manoeuvre the lift, making it jolt 
back. The Health and Safety Execu-

tive’s Dr Dominic Swan told the jury 
that the tail-lift was in a poor state of 
repair and that Mr Pickering should 
never have been able to put his head 
between it and the lorry. 

Examination of the machinery, 
which had been installed a few months 
earlier, revealed a vital anti-lock bolt 
was missing. 

Mark Balysz, representing Mr Pick¬ 
ering’s employer TJ Morris, said it 
was his position while operating the 
machinery - leaning down rather 
than standing to the side of the lorry - 
which was important. 

Concerns were also raised about the 
loading platform and lighting in the 
delivery area. TJ Morris driver Ste¬ 
ven Owen said: “On occasions it has 


been pitch dark. If you are there late 
at night the lights are off.” 

Company bosses said they were 
never told by the tail-lift’s manufac¬ 
turer that there was a risk. 

The jury also heard the health and 
safety manager at TJ Morris did not 
inspect new tail-lifts when they were 
installed. 

The narrative conclusion said: 
“There was inadequate lighting in the 
loading bay and the basement area at 
the time of the incident. Insufficient 
training had been provided specifically 
on the tail-lift. The tail-lift was defec¬ 
tive. The pertinent risk assessments 
were inadequate.” 

Joe Morris, operations director at 
TJ Morris, said: “The inquest’s find¬ 
ings will be carefully examined to 
ensure that current policies and reg¬ 
ulations comply to the highest stand¬ 
ards.” 


Labour’s digital 
boss calls for 


more training 


THE Black Country must 
use the digital age to ce¬ 
ment its place in the man¬ 
ufacturing world, a Labour 
shadow minister has said. 

Chi Onwurah, the 
shadow cabinet office min¬ 
ister who oversees the par¬ 
ty’s digital policy, said the 
West Midlands needed to 
be making and exporting 
more. 

But she said Black 
Country businesses had to 
see digital technology as a 
chance to train their work¬ 
ers in new skills, rather 
than to cut jobs. 

The minister was at 
Mason Metals in Brierley 
Hill with the party’s can¬ 
didate for Dudley South, 
Natasha Mill ward. 

Ms Onwurah said: “We 
have to be making and ex¬ 
porting more and we need 


to have an active industrial 
strategy which supports 
manufacturing and ex¬ 
ports because we’re still in 
a trade deficit. 

“There is a great appe¬ 
tite for access to digital 
skills. Large companies 
are investing in these skills 
but small and medium en¬ 
terprises lose out because 
they don’t have the time or 
the finance. 

“If local authorities are 
offering the right kind 
of business support in a 
global digital market that 
opens up exports in a new 
way. 

“If we can get this right 
it is a huge win-win, using 
digital technology to im¬ 
prove skills. If it is being 
used just to drive out jobs 
then that means compa¬ 
nies will head for disaster.”

Derelict factories or snowy beauty monochrome 
pictures say so much, explains PETE MADELEY 


THE contrast between the 
beauty and degradation of 
Wolverhampton has been 
captured in a series of 
sublime black and white 
photographs. 

These pictures show how 
monochrome imagery can 
paint the city in a whole new 
light. 

In recent weeks amateur pho¬ 
tographers have sent in their en¬ 
tries to the Star Witness online gal¬ 
lery at our sister paper the Express 
& Star and these are just some 


from the pick of the bunch. Aaron 
Newell, a photography student at 
The University of Wolverhampton, 
took a series of black and white 
shots for a course project. 

He said he prefers it to colour as 
it allows the viewer to focus exclu¬ 
sively on the image. 

“Colour can sometimes be a 
distraction,” said the 22-year-old, 
who lives in Pendeford. “Different 
colours have different connota¬ 


tions, so by stripping that away you 
are left with the photograph in a 
purer form.” 

Aaron said the set, which fea¬ 
tures images of his home town, 
aims to depict the transformation 
of the once great industrial power¬ 
house into a ‘dying city’. 

One of Aaron’s pictures shows 
the former Sainsbury’s building at 
St George’s Parade, which closed 
last year. “For me this sums up 
modern Wolverhampton,” he said. 
“It was once a busy supermarket 
but now it is quiet and fairly eerie. 
It has been in the paper a lot and 
people aren’t really sure what’s 
happening with the building. I tried 
to capture that in the picture.” 

Squatters 

Another image shows the old 
steel works in Horseley Fields, the 
once bustling factory that now lies 
derelict and is inhabited by squat¬ 
ters. 

Aaron’s stark picture shows bar¬ 
ren wasteland stretching out ahead 
of the neglected building, its chim¬ 
ney stack rising prominently in the 
distance. 

“There would have been so much 
industry here back in the day,” 
said Aaron. “There are now 20 or 
30 squatters living around there. 
There’s sleeping bags and syring¬ 
es lying around inside. I wanted to

capture the view from a distance 
to include the empty space in front 
of the building. To me it’s quite a 
desperate scene and the black and 
white photograph really captures it 
in its proper light.” 

The New Cleveland Club, which 
sits opposite the former Royal 
Hospital site in All Saints was also 
captured on film as part of his pro¬ 
ject. 

The trouble-plagued venue 
closed its doors years ago and 
nowadays only its boarded up 
frontage conceals a ransacked in¬ 
terior. 

Aaron said: “I was standing by 


the old Royal site when I took this. 

It’s a really derelict part of town 
that won’t be getting better any 
time soon now that Tesco have 
pulled out. 

“The club’s sign is cracked, the 
windows are smashed or boarded 
up. For me the picture sums up the 
state of the city.” 

Rebekah Parkes, from Perton, 
was taking a stroll by the Tetten¬ 
hall pool when she captured this 
snow-covered tree using the cam¬ 
era on her iPhone. The 23-year- 
old said: “I liked the way the snow 
stopped on top of the branches but 
they were clear underneath.”

Barging around 
the canal network 


Book Review 


BRITAIN’S prosperity was 
largely due to its canal net¬ 
work, more than three thou¬ 
sand miles of waterways 
linking the cities, towns and 
ports with coalfields, quar¬ 
ries, foundries and factories. 

These were the veins through which 
flowed the lifeblood of the Industrial 
Revolution, fuelling the growth from in¬ 
novative, hard-working nation to global 
empire. 

From the beginnings of canal build¬ 
ing in the mid 1700s, through the boom 
days of early Victorian Britain to the 
inland navigations’ current status as 
a major heritage leisure resource, the 
‘cuts’ are a key aspect of Britain. 

The official companion to a new 
eight-part ITV series, Barging Round 
Britain (hardback, published by Mi¬ 
chael Joseph, £20), written by John 
Sergeant and David Bartley, is a 
handsomely illustrated book that cele¬ 
brates this network’s history. It is also 
available as an ebook. 

In his introduction genial Toby Jug¬ 
like journalist Sergeant suggests there 
is something very British about the way 
we cherish our canal network. Today 
there are actually more craft on the 
canals than even during their industrial 
heyday. 

The veteran broadcaster explores 
eight of the best of the most celebrated 
waterways, from the Caledonian in the 
far north to the Kennet and Avon in the 
West Country. 

It can be claimed that the story of the 
canals began in Staffordshire in 1766, 
where the first sod was cut by Josiah 
Wedgewood in what was to become 
the Trent and Mersey Canal. This was 
so the Burslem-born industrialist’s pot-

tery could be transported more safely 
than on rutted roads that tended to 
leave his goods as useless shards. 

But, of course, the very heart of the 
canal network is here in the West Mid¬ 
lands with the Birmingham Canal Nav¬ 
igations taking pride of place, which 
Sergeant describes as ‘the best of 
Britain’. 

Rivals 

In a fascinating chapter on the Bir¬ 
mingham Canal Company and its ri¬ 
vals, the story is told of how the wa¬ 
terways spread through ‘the city of a 
thousand trades’ and the Black Coun¬ 
try, to tap natural resources in Stafford¬ 
shire (chiefly coal). 

The canals brought in the raw ma¬ 
terials and then transported out man-

ufactured goods that were in demand 
around the world, from pots and pans 
to guns and chocolate. 

Such colossal characters as Mat¬ 
thew Boulton and James Watt, John 
‘Iron Mad’ Wilkinson and James Brin¬ 
dley, are involved in a story with more 
than it’s share of intrigue. The greed of 
early shareholders siphoning off profits 
that should have been spent on im¬ 
provements even reached the ear of 
King George III. 

There was also a feud between the 
Birmingham canal bosses and Lord 
Dudley over high tolls and the busi¬ 
ness-minded aristocrat’s plans for the 
Dudley and Stourbridge Canal, so vital 
for the glass industry and vital for the 
development of the Black Country.

T hat’s all folks - Waterloo 
Road is closing its doors for 
good.

Fiat has expanded its highly 
successful 500 franchise in the 
shape of the dinky 500X SUV. 

The Fiat 500X joins the crossover 
fray, offering a neat and stylish ex¬ 
tension of the 500 franchise. With a 
choice of front or all-wheel drive, some 
modern diesel and petrol engines and 
some aggressive pricing, this one’s 
going to be extremely popular. 

The front-wheel drive models will doubt¬ 
less prove more popular with British buy¬ 
ers who are about as likely to take the 500X 
off-roading as they are to send it round the 
Nurburgring. 

You’ll need to pay attention to the badg- 
ing. 

A 500X Cross Plus has all-wheel drive 
but a 500X Cross merely looks as if it does. 
This being Fiat, we get a range of excellent 
engines right from the get-go. 

The petrol engines comprise a 109bhp 
1.6-litre E-torQ and the more sophisticated 
138bhp 1.4-litre Turbo MultiAir2 unit. 

Go diesel and you’re looking at the 
smooth 118bhp 1.6-litre MultiJet II for front- 
wheel drive applications and the 138bhp 
2.0-litre MultiJet II if you want four-wheel 
drive, the latter being mated to a nine(!)- 
speed automatic transmission. The man¬ 
ual ‘boxes get six speeds, unless you’re 
looking at the entry-level 1.6-litre E-torQ 
transmission, which makes do with five 
ratios. 

Fiat has also developed 168bhp 1.4-li- 
tre and 184bhp 2.4 petrol powerplants for 
this car, both with the auto and all-wheel 
drive. 


The 1.6-litre diesel that will attract most 
footfall here in the UK is respectably brisk, 
getting to 62mph in 10.5 seconds, while 
delivering a 320Nm slug of torque. 

The all-wheel drive models aren’t de¬ 
signed to handle quite the same terrain 
as the related Jeep Renegade (which gets 
additional underbody strengthening), but 
there are tight approach and departure 
angles and reasonable 179mm of ground 
clearance that will help drivers tackle light 
rough terrain. That compares to 162mm 
you get on front-wheel drive models. 

The 4x4 500X models are also equipped 
with specific bumpers and protective 
skid plates to protect the bodywork and 
mechanicals from the rigours of off-road 
use. 

Original 

The 500X’s curvaceous roofline and win¬ 
dows is instantly reminiscent of the original 
Cinquecento. It’s certainly something we 
can imagine proving very popular indeed, 
and which will give its rivals plenty to worry 
about. 

There will always be resistance to any 
manufacturer that extends the scope of a 
retro reissue beyond that of the original 
car. 

People lambasted MINI for doing just 
this with cars like the Countryman and 
Paceman, but if the job is done well, the 
buying public does comes round. 

The 500X certainly looks the part and 
continues a long tradition of small all-wheel 
drive Fiats, so it’s not just a bit of a wheeze 
dreamed up by some kid in the marketing 
department with the ink still wet on his 
MBA certificate. 

The styling is neat and assured, it fills

After a five year wait, 2015 sees the arrival 
of the world’s keenly anticipated hot hatch, 
the Honda Civic Type R. Billed as a ‘race car 
for the road’, the all-new Civic Type R will set 
new standards in the high-performance front- 
wheel drive hatchback segment. 

The production version of Honda’s latest hot hatch 
icon was revealed for the first time at the 85th Geneva 
Motor this week. 

Type R vehicles have garnered a cult following around the 
world and the new model more than lives up to the high ex¬ 
pectations. A world-first application of Honda’s new 2.0-litre 
VTEC TURBO engine, aggressive function-led styling, and 
pioneering new chassis technologies combine to deliver 
one of the most immersive and rewarding driving experienc¬ 
es available in any sector. 

The new 2015 Civic Type R will be powered by the most 
extreme and high-performing engine in the 22-year history 
of the red ‘H’ badge, signalling the start of a new perfor¬ 
mance era for the Honda brand. 

At the heart of the Civic Type R is an all-new, direct-inject¬ 
ed turbocharged 2.0 litre VTec Turbo petrol engine, which 
delivers power, torque and performance figures unmatched 
in the front-wheel drive hot hatch segment. Peak power 
output is 31 OPS at 6,500rpm, and peak torque is 400Nm at 
2,500rpm - both higher than for any previous Honda Type 
R model. 

Red-lining at 7,000rpm, the engine - part of Honda’s 
next-generation Earth Dreams Technology series - features 
an advanced new turbocharger with VTec technology that 
boosts low-end torque and delivers sustained acceleration. 

The Civic Type R’s blistering performance is unmatched 
in the front-wheel drive hot hatch segment: the 0-to-1 OOkm/h 
(62 mph) sprint is covered in just 5.7 seconds - making it the 
fastest accelerating performance front-wheel drive hatch¬ 
back - and top speed, where permitted, is a class-leading 
270km/h (167 mph). 


Rewarding 

The new engine is mated to a slick-shifting six-speed 
manual transmission, safeguarding an intimate, reward¬ 
ing connection with the drivetrain, and power is directed 
through the front wheels. 

The styling changes that are unique to the Civic Type R 
give the car an aggressive, purposeful stance, yet almost 
all have a functional purpose. The sleek and aerodynami- 
cally-efficient design reflects a car developed to perform at 
speed. The focus on aerodynamics has ensured high-speed 
stability and high levels of downforce. 

To achieve this aim, the Civic Type R was subject to ex¬ 
haustive aerodynamic analysis, testing and development. 
The development team tirelessly pursued its objectives 
through computer-based CFD modelling and wind tunnel 
testing at Honda’s dedicated automotive motorsports facili¬ 
ty in Sakura, Japan; home of Honda’s Formula One engine 
development. 

A new, almost completely flat underside aids airflow un¬ 
der the vehicle and combines with a rear diffuser to optimise 
downforce - effectively ‘sucking’ the car onto the road. 

The rear wing has been reimagined from the Type R 
Concept. The structure of the airfoil - its angle, height and 
shape as well as its vertical end plates - have been care¬ 
fully engineered to optimise downforce without causing a 
significant increase in drag at higher speeds. This helps im¬ 
prove road-holding abilities, particularly through high-speed 
corners. 

A wide front splitter and deep side skirts also manage air¬ 
flow and reduce lift, while the front bumper has been shaped 
specifically to inhibit air turbulence around the front wheels, 
enhancing high-speed stability and reducing lift forces. 

To help the driver manage the Type R’s power, the car is 
equipped with a high performance Brembo brake package, 
developed specifically for the car. A number of innovative 
new suspension systems, unique to the Type R, have been 
introduced to produce rewarding handling characteristics 
and to maximise power transfer to the road. 

The new Civic Type R will mark the debut of the new 
‘ + R’ button that increases the response of various chassis 
and drivetrain systems. The result is an even more intense 
driving experience, ideal for the track and for the genuine 
sports-driving enthusiast. 

When +R mode is activated, engine responsiveness is 
heightened, with torque-mapping changed to a more ag¬ 
gressive and performance-focused setting. Steering re¬ 
ceives reduced power assistance and is therefore more re¬ 
sponsive to driver inputs, and basic damping force from the 
new four-point Adaptive Damper System is increased by 30 
per cent. This means the behaviour of the car is firmer and 
more agile for high-performance handling. 

The all-new Honda Civic Type R will go on sale across 
Europe from this summer. Full vehicle specifications will be 
announced in due course.

All about 
high-end 
luxury as 
old and new 
combine

There’s a new guy in town with an old name, 
one that might just ruffle a few feathers at 
British favourites Bentley and Rolls-Royce. 

The Maybach name is back, and this time it 
means business. The old standalone Maybach was 
flawed from the very beginning, built as it was on a 
platform old enough to have been shared with the 
Ark. But what you see here isn’t a Maybach: it’s a 
Mercedes-Maybach. 

It’s the new flagship Mercedes S-Class, built under a dou¬ 
ble-barrelled name that could, if consumer demand is there, 
mirror the Mercedes-AMG badge with multiple models atop 
various ranges. AMG cars are built for high-end luxury and 
giggles, but the Mercedes-Maybach is all about comfort and 
exceptional indulgence. 

It’s a long old thing, adding another 20cm between the 
wheels compared to the long-wheelbase S-Class. So no, it’s 
not short of legroom. The roofline is higher and stays that 
way for longer, the rear doors are a different length and there 
are small ‘double-M’ badges on the C-pillars. 

Stalwart 

The force is strong with the finest S-Class, and always 
has been. Apparently customers wanted more exclusivity 
and even more of the stuff that makes the S-Class such a 
stalwart at the top of its class, so Mercedes has combined 
the famous badge with another one to form the new stand¬ 
ard-bearer. Where the old Maybach had image problems, its 
spiritual successor has big-time pedigree - albeit in a less 
showy way. 

Nit-pickers will note that part of the boot is taken up by the 
fridge unit, but being able to keep your champagne chilled 
is clearly far more important. To drink it there are two sil¬ 
ver-plated champagne flutes in a fold-down tray between 
the two rear seats - but only if you specify the £7,200 First 
Class rear seat set-up. 

There’s enough legroom to allow your St Bernards to curl 
up at your feet, and they’ll be comforted by the standard 
luxury lamb’s wool floor mats that replicate an expensive 
living room feel. You’re actually meant to take your shoes off 
to appreciate it (and it’s totally worth it). 

To be frank, few owners will actually drive it themselves, 
but if they did they’d be astonished at how relentlessly fast it 
is thanks to a 530-horsepower VI2 engine. Refinement and 
comfort in any seat is amazing, with the softest leathers and 
seats that, in the rear, can give you six different types of back 
or shoulder massage. Six! And don’t forget seven colours of 
ambient lighting, of course. 

Comfy 

Heating, cooling and up to 43.5 degrees of backrest tilt 
are also rather nice, but it’s the leg rest that steals the show. 
Hold a button down and the front passenger seat moves 
forwards, the leg rest rises and you eventually find yourself 
as comfy as if you were in your own reclining armchair at 
home. Probably comfier. All the toys you’d expect on the 
‘king among S-Classes’ are standard. Go forth and meddle. 

When you look at what you get, £167,000 is a steal. Bear 
with me on this. The big double-M is built as well as a Bent¬ 
ley but has more technology and is arguably even better to 
drive. The only thing it lacks is the statement-making looks 
of a Rolls-Royce, but not everyone wants those. 

Who would buy one? Media moguls, Mafia kingpins, ul¬ 
tra-exclusive chauffeurs and more will all want to get their 
hands on a Mercedes-Maybach, although only 100 or so will 
sell in the UK every year. Any S-Class is a brilliant luxury car, 
but the new maestro is a bit special. Below-the-radar on the 
outside but above all but the loftiest of expectations, this is 
the sober thinker’s Rolls-Royce Ghost. 

This car summed up in a single word: Impressive. 

If this car was a vineyard it would be one of the Cham¬ 
pagne region’s finest: magnificent to behold and full of rich 
bounties.

SINCE head coach KennyJack- 
ett set his team a target of 30 
points from the final 15 games, 
they have won all three, leaving 
21 to get from 12. 

And since unfortunately losing to 
Bournemouth on December 6, Wolves 
have won nine and drawn three of the 
14 games that followed. 

Coincidence or not, that improvement has come 
since the introduction of supposed centre-backs 
Dominic Iorfa and Kortney Hause in the full-back 
positions.
